Hall Sunday to pay tribute to those 
who served in the war of 1914-18. Not 
only to those who had made the sup- 
reme sacrifice, but as well to those 
Who came back to carry on in a world 
that is distraught with conflict on 
many sides. 

Captain Rev. E. Melville Aitken. 
Pastor of Central Church, Calgary was 
the guest speaker. 

Opening his remarks the speaker 
said— it seems strange that some cf 
us can only know of the tast war as a 
matter of history. 

He paid high tribute to the men, 
stating that no more glorious records 
of loyalty have ever been established 
than those of the Canadian forces. 

We must ever remember in solem: 
gratitude those who did not come 
back and their friends, those who did 
return and those who have been lying 
in hospital beds for 21 years. 

It is a deplorable statc that we have 


not been able to hold high the torch of 
freedom for which they fought bu 
with the attitude of dictators t» 


crush all freedom of thought and ac- 
tion, Britain had no other course than 
to resort to war. It cannot be said 
that the last war was in vain, we all 
hate war more as a consequence, eve’; 
the dictators hesitate more to mak 

the plunge. 

Even while at war, we should b 
thinking of the peace that is to follow. 

Stone memorials may crumble, but 
there are memorials which will not 
crumble in the pages of the hand-book 
of God, 

Let us work in the hope that a peac> 
may be established on the very noble: t 
foundations, 

A permanent peace must put man 
and materia! things where God intend- 
ed them. Man as the most important 
creation in a Godlike state, and not 
putting material gain first in import- 
ance. 

War is still with us because some of 
our people have not risen above greed 
and selfishness. 

The preacher stressed the form 
peace that must be entered into, to he 
lasting. He urged the restitution of the 
League of Nations, and a Peace bui t 
on Righteousness. It will be one of re- 
stitution, It will cost us something. 

It must be a Peace fused through 
with forgiveness. It must be a pro 
gressive Peace. A Peace to train youth 
in the ways of Christ, 

Only when we as a nation will ad 
mit God into our deliberation, will w. 
get a perfect Peace, 

The Price of Peace shall be the way 
of righteousness.
